NO TIME TO LAUNCH BOAT. 


Vessel Breaks in Two in an In- 
stant and Most on Board 
Are Swept Away by 
Huge Waves. 


: HOOK OF HOLLAND, Feb, 22, 3 a. m.—So 
far only one of the 144 persons on board the 
mail steamer Berlin Is alive after the wreck 
of that vessel as it was entering this port 
at 5 o'clock yesterday morning.

Murder Committed in Studio. 


The shooting occurred in Guerin's studio in 
the Omaha building shortly before noon. She 
shot and instantly killed him. The trag- 
followed a sharp quarrel over the 
payment of money which Guerin demand- 
ed of Mrz. McDonald. It developed that 
they had been meeting each other for years 
and that Mrs. McDonald had been taking 
money from her husband for a long time and 
giving it to Guerin in order to keep him from 
making trouble.

The 
artist's friends said the woman was to blame, 
heving followed him since he was 15 years 
old, at which time she was 30.

Rockefeller with a fortune of $1,000,000,000. 
Quite recently a statement has been made 
and published widely throughout the country 
that his annual income exceeds $100,000,000. 

„ Now, the facts are that Mr. Rockefeller 
has at various times himself authorized a 
statement that hie fortune cannot exceed 
$250,000,000 to $300,000,000; furthermore his 
ineome, instead of being $100,000,000, or any- 
thing like it, cannot in his most prosperous 
year have exceeded $15,000,000 to $20,000,000. 


Doesn’t Control Big Trust. 

„The public generally is under the im- 
pression that he owns a majority of the 
Standard Oil stock. The f are that Mr. 
Rockefeller's holdings of Standard Oil stock 
are about 20 per cent.“ 

Wall street always has figufed that Mr. 
Rockefeller owned 40 per cent of Standard 
Oil, and that, with his brother William's hold- 
ings, he controlled a majority of the stock. 
But it seems Mr. Rockefeller owns only one- 
fifth of the $100,000,000 company. The mar- 
ket value, $530 a share, makes the total 
$530,000,000, and Mr. Rockefeller's holdings 
are therefore worth a puny $106,000,000. 


Won’t Touch Rockefeller Money. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 21.—In an appeal for 
funds for the institution, Dr. A. G. Lawson, 
general secretary of Colgate university of 
Hamilton, N. T., said tonight at a reunion 
of the New Bngland alumni: 

Colgate university will not accept one cent 
of the $382,000, given by John D. Rocke- 
feller for educational purposes, nor will any 
of his money go to any Baptist college.“ 

Dr. Lawson qualified this statement later 
in his speech, when he remarked that no 
Baptist college in the east would accept the 
money, although some western institutions 


might do so.

Teamsters’ Boss and ee 
Freed on Second Trial. 


$75,000 IS COST OF: CASES. 


State Probably Will Quash the Other 
Charges; End of Long Litigation. 


Cornelius P. Shea and his ten associates 
in the teamsters’ union were acquitted of 
the charge of conspiracy last evening, thus 
bringing to a close the longest and most re- 
markable labor legal battle ever waged in 
Chicago. 

The jury was out only. two hours before 
reaching a verdict. It was short ane simile 
and read as follows: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, des 
and the other defendants not guilty.” 

Three ballots were taken in the jury room. 
On the first vote the men stood ten for ac- 
quittal and two for conviction. The next bal- 
lot was eleven to one in Shea’s favor. The 
sole juryman who remained in the way of 
Shea's freedom then changed and voted with 
the majority. 

May Quash Other Indictments. 

Assistant State’s Attorney George W. Mil- 
ler announced afterwards that the indict- 
ments against the officials of the federation | 
of labor and other labor leaders on the same 
charge probably will be quashed next week. 
The famous case, he said, is now closed. 

Everybody seemed relieved. Almost unin- 
terruptedly since Sept. 13 the case has oocu-

Guerin Defended by His Kin. 
The extent and exact nature of Guerin’s 
alleged power over Mrs. McDonald is yet to 
be learned. It was said the artist followed 
the woman to the Pacific coast a year ago, 
when she fled to escape his. demands for 
money, but Guerin's relatives said the state- 
ment was untrue. They declared Mrs, Me-

As a magistrate cannot accept bail in 
a homicide case, Mre. Wallau was taken be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Giegerich, and 
bail was fixed at $50,000, counsel for both 
sides agreeing. Jacob Rossbach, a leather 
merchant, was accepted as bondsman. 

It having been declared by the district 
attorney's office that the case was to be taken 


to the grand jury irrespective of the action 


of the coroner’s jury, Assistant District At- 
torney Corrigan, when the case was called 
before the coroner, cut short the taking of 
evidence for the state. 

The jury reported that eight of them be- 
lieved that Mrs. Binge’s death came from 
natural causes, and four that death was 
caused by mercurial poison administered by 
a person or persons unknéwn, That was the 
best they could do, they said. The cofoner 
told Mrs. Wallau she was free to go. 

She had hardly passed the door when Coun- 
ty Detective Reardon touched her arm and 
told her she was under arrest for murder in 
the first degree. She gave bail after lunch- 
eon. 

Detectives from the district attorney's of- 
fice also arrested four servants of the Binge 
family so that they could be held as witnesses 
in the case. Later they were released in 81. 
000 bail each. 


WOMAN FOUND DEAD IN ROOM 
THOUGHT VICTIM OF MURDER. 


Marks on Throat Indicate That Effie 
Mason Was Strangled—Police Theory 
That Crime Was.Due to Jealousy. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 21.—Coroner Murphy 
today declared that Effie Mason, who was 
found dead in her room last night, was 
strangled by some unknown person. Marks 
on her throat indicated that she had been 
choked. The theory of the police is that 
jealousy was the motive of the crime, but 
they have no direct clew. 


* Kills Sweetheart and Self. 

Pomeroy, O., Feb. 21.—Emerson Misner, 
aged 20, went to the home of his sweetheart, 
Julia Archer, aged 16, called her to the front 
door, threw his arms about her neck, and 
shot her in the left temple. He then walked 
away a few steps and blew out’ his own 
brains, dying instantly. 


Triple Shooting in Home. 

Newark, N. J., Feb. 21.—In a frenzy of 
anger because his wife had accused him of 
being a bigamist, William Krueger today 
shot and killed her, seriously wounded Mrs. 
Sebina Boice, the wife of his adopted sen; 
and then shot himself. He probably will 
die, but Mrs. Boice is expected to recover. 
The tragedy occurred in the Krueger home. 


Woman Given Ten, Years. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—Mrs, Jennie 1. 
May, recently convicted of ‘assault with in- 
tent to kill Luclan Conen, a member of the 
United States Marine band, today was sen- 
tenced to ten years in the Moundsville (W. 
Va.) penitentiary. Conen lived for more than 
a year after receiving the wound, which pre- 
cluded a charge of murder.

Frost is entirely mistaken in his statements.

Dakota regiments, in common with other 
organizations, made independent crossings 
of the Marilao river in the engagement of 
March 27, 1890. 

“The Twentieth Kansas occupied the ex- 
treme left of the line and ——— a crossing 
at that point at 9 a. m., losing two men killed 
and several wounded. At this point forty- 
eight of the enemy were killed in their 
trenches and a number of prisoners were 
taken. About 100 rifies were captured. 


Entire Regiment Crosses. 


“One hundred of my regiment remained. 
on the north bank until noon, when, by Order 
of Gen. H. G. Otis, they were withdrawn to 
the south bank. The entire regiment in the 
evening was marched across the railroad 
bridge in time for a second engagement.

Municipal Judge Goodnow Refuses to 
Allow Morbidly Curious to Hear Tes- 
timony in South Chicago Case.

After the room was cleared the case pro- 
ceeded and was continued until today.

Attorneys er Prisoner Seek to 


SET 5 DURESS PLEA. 


Pn MePartland Denies De- 
fendant Was Coerced by 
Threats, 


Wallace, Idaho, Feb. 21.--With the jurors 
excluded from the court room Steve Adams 
attorneys fought today to prevent the admis- 
siom of the prisoner's confession of Fred Ty- 
ler’s murder: This ‘alleged confession was 
made to Detective James McPartland in the 
penitentiary, at Bolse, The defense 1 striv- 
ing dard to prove that thie confession. was 


-eroed by threats if he did not confess, and 
bribed by promises of leniency and special 
favors if he would tell the story the officers 


desired, | 

Late yesterday afternoon Detective Me ; 
Partland testified that he never had been em- 
ployed specifically against the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, but instances had arisen 
where he had known them to commit crimes. 
He denied that he had agreed with Gov. 
Gooding and Warden Whitney to subjeot 
Adams to five or six days’ solitary confine- 
ment, and that at the end of that time he 
would be ready to cough it all up.“ 

He denied that he administered what is 
known as the third degree to Adams. He 
5 . that he had made any afrangements 

y “which Adams and Orchard should be 
locked up together and that he called from 
time to time to see what progress Orchard 
was making toward getting Adams to cor- 
/robénate the confession. He admitted that 
he went to see Adams on Feb. 26 with a view 
to getting him to confess, took him into the 
inner room of the warden's office, and gave 
him a cigar and told him that he was his 
friend. 


“Mellow” After Luncheon. 

The witness admitted that a luncheon had 
been served to both, and that in the after- 
noon he h got Adams mellow and ripe,” 
and had ma him believe: that it. would be 
better to tell him all. He denied that threats 
had been used or inducements had been. held 
out to Adame. 

McPartland was on the stand most of the 
morning today and underwent a sharp cross 
examination by Attorney Richardson as to 
the methods used in obtaining the confession.

McPartland Is Hissed. 


On conclusion of McPartland's examina- 
tion, as McPartland passed in front of At- 
torney Richardson, Richardson was heard 
saying

I am not afraid of you.” 

McPartiand replied: “I fear no man.“ 

This caused a scene in court. The ne 
tors cheéred Richardson and hissed Mc- 
Partiand. It was some time before order 
could be restored, and Judge Woods threat- 
ened to have the court cleared and specta- 
tors fined for contempt. 

“On the 17th of April last I talked with 
Steve Adams in a room in the rear of the 
warden’s office and asked him whether he 
had any information to give to assist the 
Idaho officers in the prosecution of different 
men, said Detective 8. C. Thiele, who was 
called to the witness stand this afternoon. 
„Adams told me he had a ranch at Baker 
City, Ore., where he had several relics, each 
connected with a history. Among these he 
mentioned a Winchester shell of a 25-32 cali- 
ber bullet, which had killed Fred Tyler. He 
was not sure about the number of relics and 
told me he would see his wife and give me 
a ligt ot them, as she knew where they were 
buried. Adame and I talked in person with 
Mrs. Adams about them and they said they 
would think over the. matter during the 
night and give a list nextday. In another 
conversation Adams said that he had gone 
to Marble Creek with Simpkins and soon 
after they got there met two settlers named 
Glover and Mason. It was agreed between 
Glover and Mason and Adams to ‘get’ a 
claim jumper named Tyler. They visited 
Tyler’s cabin,. but did not find him there. 


Describes Murder of Tyler. 


They went out a little distance from his 
cabin and waited for him all day. Toward 
sundown they heard some one coming, and 
one of them remarked: ‘ Here he comes.’ 
Adams told me at this time he was behind a 
big tree and as Tyler approached he leveled 
his Winchester at him, stopping him, and 
when they thought they had gone far enough 
they stopped and Adams said ‘I shot him,’ 
and the body was left between twologs. Ad- 
ams told me that he held Simpking guilty of 
the crime and he and Simpkins agreed to 
leave Marble Creek for a day or two. 

“On their return to the district Simpkina, 
Adams, Glover, and another man met Boule 
and another man on the trafl, and killed 
Boule. He then left the Marble creek coun- 
try and returned to Denver.“ 

Warden Whitney of Boise 
testified in the afternoon, and confirmed a 
“similar confession made him by Adame at 
different times, differing oniy in that Tyler 
was led forth at the end of à rope and shot on 
a giver signal.

THREAT 10 KILL NBGROBS 


. WITWESS TESTI- 
FIES AS TO CONVERSATIQN. 


Former Corral Boss Tells Senate 
Committee of Remarks He Over- 
heard Just Before Shooting Up of 
the Town Last August—Police of 
City Were Khaki Uniforms and it 
Was Difficult to Distinguish Them 
from Soldiers at Night. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—“ Major, if 
there is not an arrest made between this hour 
and 11 o'clock every enlisted man we see on 
the streets will be shot was the testimony 
of Wilbért Voschelle, formerly corral boss 
at Fort Brown, before the senate committee 
today. This threat was made to Maj, Pen- 
rose, commander of the negro battalion, at 
about 5:30 p. m. on Aug. 13, several hours 
preceding the shooting up of the town. 

Voschelle is white and is the man who has 
been quoted by negro witnesses as saying 
that he had learned of a plot to mapsacre 
the negro soldiers. He was called to the 
stand at noon today and examined by Sena- 
tor Foraker. He testified that at 5:30 o’clock 
on Aug. 13 he had gone to the canteen to get 
his mall and while coming out he met Maj. 
Penrose, Mayor Combs, and the quarantine 
officer at Brownsville, whose name he after- 
wards learned to be Evans. As he passed the 
group Voschelle said he heard Evans make 
the threat quoted. The witness. said that 
Evans was excited and making wild gestures 
as he talked. Voschelle said he understood 
that Evans was the husband of the woman 
alleged to have been assaulted by a negro 
soldier on that day. 

Uniforms Like Those of Police. 

According to Voschelle's story he was 
awakened on the night of the shooting by 
hearing rapid firing. He slept at his house 
about a block and a half outside the military 
reservation. While on his way to the corral 
he saw two Mexican policemem running 
along the outside of the reseryation wall near 
the barracks. The men were not shooting 
and he could not see whether they were car- 
rying guns. The soldiers supposed to be 
posted at the wall were in their places, but 
it was ten minutes or more after the firing 
had ceased when he saw them. 

At the cerral the witness said he found 
three civijan:employés absent and two of 
these were Mexicans, The policeat Browns- 
ville, according to the witness, wore khaki 
uniforme with blouses unbuttoned. He 
thought it would be difficult te tell a police- 
man from a soldier at night. 


Saw Negro Soldiers Shooting. 

San Antonlo, Tex., Feb. 21.—Herbert Elk- 
ins, the clerk in the Leahy hotel at Browns- 
ville, in the Penrose court martial today testi- 
fled that he heard a negro say late that night: 

„nn come back and finish the d— 
whites.”’ 

He told how, from his room in the rear of 
the Leahy hotel on the second floor, he saw 
negroes come up the alley and fire into the 
Cowen house. Later he saw the same men 
whem he positively identified them as negro 
soldiers returning to the post in response to 
bugle calls. He saw from the window of the 
room next to his, negroes firing f the 
barracks gallerfes and heard the roll call of 
company B.

SENSATION SEEKING CROWD

Municipal Judge Goodnow Refuses to 
Allow Morbidly Curious to Hear Tes- 
timony in South Chicago Case.

Detective McPartland Denies De- 
fendant Was Coerced by 
Threats.

Wallace, Idaho, Feb. 21. —-Wuh the jurors 
excluded from the court room Steve Adams 
attorneys fought today to prevent the admie- 
siom of the prisoner's confession of Fred Ty- 
ler’s murder, This alleged confession was 
made to Detective James McPartland in thé 
penitentiary at Boise, The defense ‘te striv- 
‘Ing hard to prove that thie confession was 
‘made under duress and that Adams was co- 
-eroed by threats if he did not confess, and 
bribed’ by promises of leniency and special 
favors if he would tell the story the officers 
desired. 

Late yesterday afternoon Detective Me- 
Partland testified that he never had beenem- 
ployed specifically against the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, but instances had arisen 
where he had known them to commit crimes. 
He denied that he had agreed with Gov. 
Gooding dnd Warden Whitney to subject 
Adams to five or six days’ solitary confine- 
ment, and that at the end of that time he 
would be ready to cough it all up.” 

He denied that he administered what is 
known as the third degree to Adams. He 
denied that he had made any afrangements 
by Which Adams and Orchard should be 
locked up together and that he called from 
time to time to see what progress Orchard 
was making toward getting Adams to cor- 
robonate the confession. He admitted that 
he went to see Adams on Feb. 26 with a view 
to getting him to confess, took him into the 
inner room of the warden’s office, and gave 
him a cigar and told him that he was his 
friend. 


„Mellow“ After Luncheon. 

The witness admitted that a luncheon had 
been served to both, and that in the after- 
noon he h got Adams mellow and ripe,”’ 
and had made him believe that it. would be 
better to tell him all. He denied that threats 
had been used or inducements had been held 
out to Adams. 

McPartland was on the stand most of the 
morning today and underwent a sharp cross 
examination by Attorney Richardson as to 
the methods used in obtaining the confession.

McPartland Is Hissed. 


On conclusion of McPartland's examina- 
tion, as McPartland passed in front of At- 
torney Richardson, Richardson was heard 
saying: 

do not want to converse with you at all. 
I am not afraid of you.” 

MepPartland replied: “I fear no man.” 

This caused a scene in court. The specta- 
tors cheéred Richardson and hissed Mc- 
Partiand. It was some time before order 
could be restored, and Judge Woods threat- 
ened to have the court cleared and specta- 
tors fined for contempt. 

“On the 17th of April last I talked with 
Steve Adams in a room in the rear of the 
warden's office and asked him whether he 
had any information to give to assist the 
Idaho officers in the prosecution of different 
men, said Detective 8. C. Thiele, Who was 
called to the witness stand this afternoon. 
“Adams told me he had a ranch at Baker 
City, Ore., where he had several relics, each 
connected with a history. Among these he 
mentioned a Winchester shell of a 25-32 cali- 
ber bullet, which had killed Fred Tyler. He 
was not sure about the number of relics and 
told me he would see his wife and give me 
a list of them, as she knew where they were 
buried. Adame and I talked in person with 
Mrs. Adams about them and they said they 
would think over the. matter during the 
night and givo a list next day. In another 
conversation Adams said that he had gone 
to Marble Creek with Simpkins and soon 
after they got there met two settlers named 
Glover and Mason. It was agreed between 
Glover and Mason and Adams to ‘get’ a 
claim jumper named Tyler. They visited 
Tyler's cabin, but did not find him there. 


Describes Murder of Tyler, 


They went out a little distance from hie 
cabin and waited for him all day. Toward 
sundown they heard some one coming, and 
one of them remarked: ‘ Here he comes.’ 
Adams told me at this time he was behind a 
big tree and as Tyler approached he leveled 
his Winchester at him, stopping him, and 
when they thought they had gone far enough 
they stopped and Adame said ‘I shot him,’ 
and the body was left between two logs. Ad- 
ams told me that he held Simpkins guilty of 
the crime and he and Simpkins agreed to 
leave Marble Creek for a day or two. 

On their return to the district Simpkina, 
Adams, Glover, and another man met Boule 
and another man on the trafl, and killed 
Boule. He then left the Marble creek coun- 
try and returned to Denver.” 

Warden Whitney of Boise penitentiary 
testified in the afternoon, and confirmed a 
‘similar confession made him by Adame at 
different times, differing oniy. in that Tyler 
was led forth at the BRE ba and shot on

Former Corral Boss Tells Senate 
Committee of Remarks He Over- 
heard Just Before Shooting Up of 
the Town Last August—Police of 
City Wore Khaki Uniforms and It 
Was Difficult to Distingui¢ch Them 
from Soldiers at Night. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—* Major, if 
there is not an arrest made between this hour 
and 11 o’ecleck every enlisted man we see on 
the streets will be shot was the testimony 
of Wilbért Voschelle, formerly corral boss 
at Fort Brown, before the senate committee 
today. This threat was made to Maj. Pen- 
rose, commander of the negro baitalion, et 
about 5:30 p. m. on Aug. 13, several hours 
preceding the “ shooting up of the town. 

Voschelle is white and is the man who has 
been quoted by negro witnesses as saying 
that he hed learned of a plot to massacre 
the negro soldiers. He was called to the 
stand at noon today and examined by Sena- 
tor Foraker. He testified that at 3:30 o’clock 
on Aug. 13 he had gone to the canteen to get 
hig mail and while coming out he met Maj. 
Penrose, Mayor Combs, and the quarantine 
officer at Brownsville, whose name he after- 
wards learned to be Evans. As he passed the 
group Voschelle said he heard Evans make 
the threat quoted. The witness sald that 
Evans was excited and making wild gestures 
as he talked. Voschelle said he understood 
that Evans was the husband of. the woman 
alleged to have been assaulted by 4 negro 
soldier on that dar. 


Uniforms Like Those of Police. 

According to Voscheélle’s story he was 
awakened on the night of the shooting by 
hearing rapid firing..He slept at his house 
about a block and a half outside the military 
reservation. While on his way to the corral 
he saw two Mexican policemem running 
along the outside of the reseryation wall near 
the barracks. The men were not shooting 
and he could not see whether they were car- 
rying guns. The soldiers supposed to be 
posted at the wall were in their places, but 
it was ten minutes or more after the firing 
had ceased when he saw them. 

At the cerral the witness said he found 
three civiljlan:employés absent and two of 
these were Mexicans, The police at Browns- 
ville,. according to the witness, wore khaki 
uniforme with blouses ‘unbuttoned. He 
thought it would be difficult te tell a police- 
man from a soldier at night. 


Saw Negro Soldiers Shooting. 

San Antonio, Tex., Feb. 21.—Herbert Elk- 
ins, the clerk in the Leahy hotel at Browns- 
ville, in the Penrose court martial today testi- 
fled that he heard a negro say late that night: 

In come back and finish the g@—— 
Whites.“ 

He told how, from his room in the rear of 
the Leahy hotel on the second floor, he saw 
negroes come up the alley and fire into the 
Cowen house. Later he saw the same men 
when he positively identified them as negro 
soldiers returning to the post in response to 
bugle calls. He saw from the window of the 
room next to his, negroes firing from the 
barracks galleries and heard the roll call of 
company B.

These newspapers were indicted and 
interposed a demurrer. .Judge Bunn over- 
ruled the demurrer and the Supreme court 
today upheld Judge Bunn's ruling.

CAN’T CHANGE BERLIN’S HABIT. 


Proposal to Curb Night Life in German 
Capital Opposed by Minister of 
the Interior.

BERLIN, Feb. 21.—A long debate in the 
Prussian diet today on night life in Berlin 
brought an interesting statement from the 
minister of the interior.

Continues to Work as Lobbyist. 

Mr. Tufts was in the capitol building today, 
and displayed his usual activity in support 
of the Sunday rest bill, and he was unmodlest- 
ed. Mr. Tufts and two or threé other minis- 
ters have been most active during the whole 
session in behalf of. reform measures, and 
particularly urged the passage of the anti- 
lobby bill, which he was the first to violate. 
When seen after his arrest he declined to dis- 
cuss the matter further than to say that if 
he had violated the law it was in a good 
cauge, and that he had no fear of the con- 
sequences,

nunciations of the arrest today, but it was 
generally regarded as a good joke on the 
preacher. 


Secured Local Option in Oregon. 

Portland, Ore., Feb. 21.—[ Special. I-. 
L. Tufts is well known in Portland and 
throughout Oregon in reform circles. He 
came here three years ago and immediately 
took an active part in retorm. He organ- 
ized the anti-saloon movement in this state 
and began an agitation ‘against such places 
He it wae who organized the anti-saloon 
league, whose activities were to extend over 
the whole state. Because of his enthusiasm 
in the movement and his definite ideas for the 
campaign to be carried on he was chosen su- 
perintendent of the organization and was 
actively in charge of it. 

He traveled around over the state lectur- 
ing and carrying on agitation against the 
liquor business. It was under the régime of 
Supt. Tufte that the local option laws were 
enacted in this state. Several counties are 
now entirely dry, the people having enacted 
this law. ' 

After a successful campaign in this state 
Supt. Tufte went to Idaho, where he is en- 
gaged in the game. work. His standing while 
in Portland was above reproach: As a re- 
former he was earnest and aggressive, while 
personally he had the respect of all wha 
knew him.

Accused of the murder of a mill owner at 
Plagwits, Prussia, in June, 1005, Robert En- 
gelman of Stratford, Wis., will be held with- 
out bail until March 2], oy which time the 
authorities will have had time to investigate 
his statements in denial of the charge. 

Upon the complaint of Dr. Walther Wever, 
consul in Chicago for the imperial German 
government, Deputy United States Marshal 
Wainwright arrested Engelman early yes- 
terday morning, and his arraignment before 
United States Commissioner Foote occurred 
during the forenoon. 

Dr. Wever, who long has been on watch 
for the murderer of the Prussian mill owner, 
recently was notified by J. T. Welsh, sheriff 
at Grand Rapids, Mich., that he believed 
August Sternickel, the alleged criminal, was 
then im jail in the Michigan city. Dr. Wever 
immediately took steps to cause the sus- 
pected man's arrest as soon as he was re- 
leased in Grund Rapids. 

Engelman, who is believed to be Sternickel, 
is charged, together with an accomplice, with 
having murdered a mill owner named Knappe 
at Plagwitz, Prussia, June 9, 1965, and with 
having purned the mill to cover up the crime, 


Prisoner Denies Charge. 

When told of the charge against him Engel- 
man protested that the wrong man had been 
arrested. He said he left Stargard in 1881, 
and has been in the United States ever since. 
At the time the murder is said to have been 
committed Engelman claims to have deen 
working for a lumber company in Stratford. 
He told the representatives of the German 
government that he did not wish an attorney.

The house bill now before the senate 
finance committee authorizes the estahlish- 
ment of central denaturing bonded ware- 
houses, other than those at distilleries, to 
which alcohol of acquired proof may de 
transferred from distilleries. or distillery 
bonded warehouses without the payment of 
an internal revenue tax and in which such 
alcohol may be stored and denatured, 

It permits alcohol to be drawn off for de- 
naturation only from receiving cisterns in 
the cistern room of any distillery, for trans- 
fer by pipes direct to any denaturing bonded 
warehouse on distillery premises, or to closed 
metal storage tanks, and authorizes dena- 
tured alcohol to be transported from a de- 
naturing bonded warehouse under regula- 
= of the commissioner of internal rev- 

ue. 

Another section of the bill provides that at 
distilleries producing alcohol from any sub- 
stance whatever for denaturation only, and 
having a daily spirit producing capacity of 
not exceeding 100 gallons, the use of cisterns 
or tanks of such size as may be deemed ex- 
pedient may be permitted in lieu of the dis- 
tillery warehouses.

Would Break Monopoly, 


The law now gives large distillers a mo. 
nopoly of supplying alcohol for manufactur- * 
ing purposes, and it is intended to enable the 
farmer to compete by permitting a number 
of them to ship their alcohol to a conveniently 
located central denaturing plant, where ali 
the advantages of special denaturing or 
shipping in bulk to distant points will be 
possible. The law limits the size of pack- 
ages, including tank cars and other methods 
of transportation, of denatured alcohol. 

This question of tank cars is of great im- 
portance in connection with reducing the 
price of alcohol for fuel uses to a competi-

The other day, in discussing in these let- 
ters the defeat of the movement to pay a sal- 
ary to the members of the two houses of the 
national legislature at Madrid, I pointed out 
that it would have the effect of increasing 
the instability of the cabinets, which succeed 
one another with such startling rapidity in 
Spain.
